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PREFACE. 

Thomas de Brantyngham was the Eighteenth Bishop of Exeter. 

We know very little of his early years or of the history of his 
Family.^ He was one of the sons, apparently the second son, of 
John de Brantyngham, who derived his surname from Brantyng- 
ham in the East Riding of Yorkshire. We do not know his 
mother's name or tlie date of his birth, or his age at the time of his 
death. And, £is far as can be ascertained, he is not mentioned in 
any record till the year 1361, when he occurs aa Treasurer of Calais 
and of the County of Guisnes. We know, however, on his own 
testimony, that his earlier years were spent at Court ; for he tells 
us, in his Deed of Appropriation of the Church of Morthoe to the 
Dean and Chapter (dated on the 8th of July, 1379, and preserved 
in their Archives), that, when he was quite a young man and until 
he was promoted to the Episcopate — ab adohscencia nostra usque ad 
atatum gradus Episcopalis — he had been employed continuously " in 
the service of Edward the Third, the late King, and his Consort, 
Queen Philippa, in their Royal Hall." And it appears from the 
Issue-Roll of the year 1370 that he had been, for a time. Keeper of 
the Wardrobe.^ In June, 1369, he was appointed Treasurer of the 
Exchequer ; and in the following month he was elected Bishop of 
Hereford ; but, the Pope having provided William de Courtenay to 
that See, his Election was set aside. 

fie was, however, soon afterwards, elected to the Bishoprick of 
Exeter. No record of this Election is known to exist ; but that it 
took place is certain, for Pope Urban refers to him as *' the Elect 
of Exeter" in his Bull,^ dated on the 6th of March, 1369-70, in 
which he informed him that he had quite recently^ provided 
him to the See. This was, certainly, not, as Dr. Oliver says, 
" to waive all claim to provision " : the Pope accepted and con- 
firmed the choice made by the Chapter of Exeter, and "pro-

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vided " accordingly ; the King, we cannot doubt, using his influence 
on behalf of his faithful servant. In the same Bull the Pope tells 
the Elect that, as a special act of favour, he complies with his 
petition that he should be permitted to choose his own Consecrator, 
and to nominate the two or three assisting Bishops.^ 

He was consecrated, in the Chapel of the Manor of Stepney, on 
Sunday the 12th of May, 1370, by Simon de Sudbury, Bishop of 
London,^ the assisting Prelates being Geoffrey, Archbishop of 
Damascus, and John, Bishop of Ayobana.* The Temporalities were 
restored to him on the 16th of May.^ 

Brantyngham, like Stapeldon, was a Statesman-Bishop, a fact 
which cannot be regarded as otherwise than a misfortune for his 
Diocese, especially when we bear in mind the absolute devotion of 
his great predecessor to his proper work as a Bishop throughout his 
long Episcopate, the memory of which and the marked contrast 
between the two men must have caused the change to be keenly 
felt, as for more than a year after his Consecration he was absent 
from his Diocese, detained in London by his official duties as 
Treasurer. The necessary Ordinations, five in number,* were held 
by William de Courtenay, then Bishop of Hereford, in the Parish- 
Church of Tiverton, where he was staying with his relatives in 
Tiverton Castle, close to the Church ; the Bishop himself holding 
four Ordinations in the interval, two in the Conventual Church of 
Westminster and two in the Parish Church of Faringdon, in the 
Diocese of Winchester, greatly, we may be sure, to tlie incon- 
venience of the many candidates, who were forced to journey all 
the way from the Far-West for the purpose. Nevertheless, his 
biographer, taking a general view of his administration, is able to 
say, with truth, not only that "he commanded the publick con- 
fidence* by his character for discretion, moral integrity, and honour- 
able conduct," but also that *' the two Volumes of his Reghter 
abundantly testify to his talents for business and the interest he

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took in the concerns of his Diocese." In those Volumes we are 
able to trace his movements, and to note all his more important 
acts, from the beginning of his Episcopate till its close. 

He set oat for Exeter early in May, 1371, passing through 
Winchester (where he spent several days) and Dorchester, and 
reaching Newenham Abbey towards the end of June. On the 29th 
of June he left the Abbey for Clyst, one of his Manors, within 
easy reach of his Cathedral -Church ; and his first work, as in the 
case of his predecessors, w^a to visit and inspect his other Manors 
in that neighbourhood, — Crediton on the 4th of July, Paignton on 
the 15th, Chudleigh on the 20th, Crediton again for a few days in 
August, and Bishop's Tawton on the 20th of that month. A day 
or two later he started for Cornwall, reaching St. Germans on the 
24th, and the little township of Marazion, at the other end of the 
County, on the 28th. On' the same day he proceeded, by way of 
Helston, to his Manor of Penryn and the adjacent College of 
Glasney ; and on the 1st of September we find him at Bodmin. He 
visited, also, his Manors of Poutone and Lawhitton, and on seven 
occasions admitted many young men to the First Tonsure, as he 
hurried along. Of course, all this must be regarded as a " flying 
visit " rather than a formal Visitation ; but it enabled him to shew 
himself to large numbers of his people, who, remembering the 
strenuous times of. Grandisson, must have been anxious, at least, to 
see their new Bishop ; and certainly, his activity was conspicuous, 
for in the course of a fortnight he traversed the County in all 
directions, encountering formidable hills everywhere, and roads 
which toe should not think worthy of the name. On the 9th of 
September we find him at Clyst, and from the 14th of that month 
till the 22nd at Exeter, where, on the 20th, he held his first General 
Ordination in the Cathedral. A few days later, he returned to 
London, where he remained till the middle of May, 1372 ; visiting 
in the interval his Manors in Surrey, Sussex, and Hampshire, and 
the King's Free Chapel of Bosham, of which, as Bishop of Exeter, 
he was Ordinary. On the 22nd of May we find him again at Clyst, 
holding his second General Ordination in the ManoHOhapel; and 
then, after spending a few days at the Palace, in the course of 
which he Visited the Cathedral,^ he set out on a second and General 
Visitation,^ in which he was more or less occupied for nearly a year. 
As on the former occasion, he did not spare himself ; and those who 
know the country will understand how arduous his work must have 
been, when they learn that, between the 1st of June and the 31st

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of July, he visited such widely severed places as Stokenham and 
Ugborough in South Devon; Plympton, Tavistock, and Tyward- 
reath ; Penryn and Marazion (a second visit) ; Cargaul, St. Mabyn, 
Lawhitton, and Wyke-St. Mary in North Cornwall ; and in North 
Devon Hartland Abbey, Great Torrington, and Parkham. On the 
18th of September he held his third Greneral Ordination, at Exeter, 
and on the 18th of December and the 2nd of April following he 
ordained at Crediton.^ In October he visited the Collegiate Church 
of Ottery, and dedicated a new Church jit Dartmouth,'^ within the 
Parish of Townstal. 

Early in 1373 he was obliged to return to his official duties in 
London. We find him at Westminster on the 2nd of May, and in 
his London-House, or at Faringdon, till the end of July, when he 
came back to his Diocese and immediately resumed his journeys 
to scattered centres of work in the * two Counties. In May, 
1374, and again in May, 1375, he ran up to London (if I may 
so say), but for a few days only on each occasion ; and he 
was, pi*actically, resident in the Diocese till the end of the latter 
year, engaged all the time, continuously, in the same arduous 
labours, shewing himself to his people, and making his influence 
felt, everywhere. 

Thus far I have followed the Bishop's movements and indicated, 
in some detail, the extent of his journeys and work, work accom- 
plished under singular difficulties and with manifold embarrassing 
interruptions ; desiring to show how it was started, and persevered 
in with manifest devotion and diligence. It is not necessary, how- 
ever, that I should thus deal further with this part of my subject, 
for all such details may be found by the Student, readily, as set 
forth in the " Itinerary " of the Bishop and in his Register of 
Ordinations. It will suffice to indicate, briefly, how his time was 
divided between his two great spheres of work. He was appointed 
Treasurer of the Exchequer, as I have said, in June, 1369 ; and I 
have given, above, the dat^es of his visits to London down to the 
beginning of 1375. Returning to Clyst, he Visited his Cathedral 
early in August of that year.^ and then set out, almost imme- 
diately, for Cornwall, and devoted several months, continuously, 
to visiting a large number of places in both Counties, moving 
rapidly from place to place, as on former occasions. In May, 1376, 
he was summoned to London, where he remained till the middle 
of July, when he returned to Clyst, by way of Salisbury and 
Ottery-St. Mary, to reside in his Diocese (except for a few days'

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absence in London in September and October) till the 27th of June, 
1377, rather more than a year; but, this time, he visited few, 
if any, distant places, remaining at Exeter, and in its immediate 
neighbourhood, so as to be reiwiy for any emergency. The King 
died on the 21st of June, and at the end of the month our Bishop 
proceeded to London, where he remained till the end of the year, 
and (except for occasional short absences on the business of the 
State) throughout the years 1378 — 1380. He had been re-appointed 
to the Treasurership on the Accession of Richard II in 1377, and 
the times were so critical that his presence in London was as 
necessary as ever. In February, 1380-1, he was released from an 
Office the all-absorbing duties of which must have sorely tried and 
embarrassed the Bishop of so remote a Diocese; and it is interesting 
to find that he at once returned to his proper and long suspended 
work, leaving London early in March, commencing his General 
Visitation in the Cathedral at the end of the month,* and resuming, 
after his customary manner, informal visits to every part of 
Devon and Cornwall, in which work he was engaged almost con- 
tinuously till he was again summoned to London at the end of the 
year. Returning to Clyst in March he remained in the Diocese, 
except for three short (but, of course, necessary) visits to London, 
till the end of 1382. Though he was no longer Treasurer, the 
advice and help of so experienced and trusty a Statesman could not 
be dispensed with, and he was required to attend Parliaments and 
the Councils of the King ; but his Register shews that he was most 
anxious that his Diocese should not be neglected ; and, although his 
absences were frequent and involved long and costly journeys, he 
was careful that they should be as brief as possible, and, pi*actically, 
his whole time was devoted to his Episcopal work till the end of 
1388. On one of these occasions, when Parliament met on the 
Ist of October, 1386, and the Council of Regency referred to above, 
on which our Bishop was appointed to serve, was formed, he evi- 
dently left for Clyst as soon as he could get away, and there plunged 
at once, as so often before, into the arduous work of visiting his 
Diocese from end to end.' On the 4th of May, 1389, he was again 
appointed Treasurer, and we find him in London from about that 
date tUl the end of August. But he had had enough, and more 
than enough, of affairs of State, and he lost no time in securing 
release from them. He was, now, an old man, and infirm ; and on 
the 29th of August he obtained from the King, not only release 
from his high office, but also Letters of Exemption for life from all 
attendance in Parliaments and in the Council-Chamber. With as 
Uttle delay as possible he set out for his Diocese once moi*e, never,

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apparently, to leave it again. Resting for a few days at Faringdon, 
on his way, he reached Clyst (probably early) in October, and re- 
mained there, or at his Manor of Chudleigh and at Exeter, till the 
middle of April, 1390, when he commenced what was destined to be 
his last Visitation. It occupied nearly five months, more or less 
continuously ; and it is characteristick of the man that, his debOity 
and unfitness for arduous work notwithstanding, he visited, as in 
former years, many scattered parishes ; desiring, perhaps, to make 
such atonement as was in his power for his frequent and prolonged 
absences from his proper work. That this was no informal visita- 
tion, however, is shewn by an incidental reference to it — " pendente 
nostra Yisitacione inexpleta '' — in a document dated at Crediton on 
the 24th of September. And, now, his health, which had been of 
late precarious, finally broke down. He betook himself, imme- 
diately after the Visitation, to Clyst, his favourite abode throughout 
his Episcopate; and there he lived in retirement till, in 1394, the 
end came. 

The Cathedral, as we have seen, was practically completed by 
Bishop Grandisson,^ but much important work still remained to be 
done, externally, and Bishop Brantyngham lost no time in setting 
about; it. The cloisters were unfinished. They were begun by 
Bishop Grandisson, who certainly completed the north section, and 
probably the east section as far as, and including, the doorway of 
the Chapter-House. Nothing remains of his work, however, beyond 
a few deftly carved stones and some mutilated fragments, but enough 
remains to shew that the work was, undoubtedly, his. The great 
flying-buttresses of the Nave, six in number, intersected the northern 
site ; but the resourceful architect overcame the difficulty by con- 
structing arch-ways through each buttress. It is, indeed, lamentable 
that, except for a few traces of his masterly mode of dealing with 
such obstructions, a work so interesting and so beautiful as the 
fragments shew that it was should have been utterly and wantonly 
destroyed.* Unfortunately, our later Fabrick-BoUs give but scanty 
information as to the detcols of works in progi^ess, and no mention 
is made of the Cloisters from 1371 to 1380. But the work was, 
probably, going on all the time; and it must have been well 
advanced by 1380, for it is recorded on the Boll for that year that 
workmen were employed '* circa opus claustrale," and that eight 
fothers of lead were used " in coopertura novi claustri " ; and on the

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Roll for the following year we find mention of the purchase of

heen suspended in the interval) was going on all through the year : 
the iron bars were fixed in the windows, and the pavement, con- 
sisting of 1,040 feet of marble, was laid. And now the work was 
again suspended, apparently ; and this time for lack of funds. But 
the Bishop was anxious to proceed with it; and on the 7th of 
February, 1390-1, he appealed to the whole of the Diocese for help. 
He wanted money for certain repairs of the Fabrick of the 
Cathedral, and especially for the completion of the Cloisters ; and 
he granted an Indulgence of forty days to all who, being in a state 
of grace, should contribute to the Fund which he was raising, or 
should remember in their Wills " the Mother and Mistress of all 
their Churches." ^ There appears to be no record of the result of this 
appeal; but the fragmentary remains of the south Cloister prove 
that that section of the work was executed in Bishop Stafford's 
time, and the Roll for 1397-8 shews that the executora of Bishop 
Brantyngham, exercising the discretion reposed in them by the 
Bishop's Will — <* pro anime mee salute, prout eis melius videbitur 
expedire" — contributed five pounds "for stones to pave the 
Cloisters." His principal work on the Fabrick of the Cs^thedral- 
Church was, of course, the erection of the fine sci'een, extending 
across the whole of the west front, of which, and of the reasons for 
erecting it, I have already given an account, which need not be 
repeated here.* 

Perhaps, the most striking incident in Brantyngham's Episcopal 
career was the Visitation of the Diocese in 1383-4 by the Metro- 
politan, William de Courtenay. It will be remembered that in 
1332 Archbishop Mepeham attempted to visit this Diocese, and 
actually made his way to Exeter, where, at the very gate of the 
Close, he was repelled by Bishop Grandisson, who resented his in- 
terference as mischievous, for reasons which I have already 
explained iu my Preface to that Prelate's Register.' Mepeham had 
no one to back him in these parts, and he was simply driven away,

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compelled to beat an ignominious retreat. But in Bishop Bran- 
tyngham's case the circumstances were very different : the tables 
were turned, in fact; for the Primate was not only backed up 
by a Papal Mandate, but he was a Devonshire man, a scion 
of the influential Family of Courtenay, being the fourth son of 
Hugh, second Earl of Devon ; and he knew that, whatever might 
happen, he would be well supported. His father had died in 1377 ; 
but his nephew was Earl, and his mother, Margaret, a daughter of 
Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Hereford and of Essex, survived her 
husband, and was living close to the Cathedral City. Courtenay 
and Brantyngham were very friendly in the old days; and when 
the latter, as I have mentioned above, was detained in London by 
affairs of State for more than a year after his Consecration, the 
former, who had just been appointed Bishop of Hereford, came 
down to Tiverton Castle on several occasions, and acted on behalf 
of his brother Bishop, holding several Ordinations for him. But 
in 1375 Courtenay was translated to London, and in 1381 to 
Canterbury. Like Qrandisson, he was an energetick, not to say an 
exacting Prelate ; and he lost no time in securing from the Pope 
full authority to visit the Province, and special permission to begin 
his Visitation, not in his own Cathedral Church and Diocese, but 
wherever he might choose to do so, and also to renew his Visitation 
of any Diocese, whether he had completed it or not, before visiting 
other Dioceses including his own. He had a particular reason, as 
we shall see' presently, for obtaining these Apostolick powers and 
directions. The Pope's Bull was duly issued, dated at B^me on the 
22nd of November, 1382 ; and on the 8th of January, 1383-4, the 
Archbishop directed his Mandate to Bishop Brantyngham, sending 
him a copy of Pope Urban's Bull, and informing him that, as he 
thought it would be advantageous to visit the Diocese of Exeter 
first, he was to be expected to arrive in Devonshire before Monday 
in the second week of Lent, the 7th of March. The Bishop was 
cited to appear before him on that day, and the Dean and Chapter 
and all the dignitaries and clerks of the Cathedral on the following 
morning, in the Chapter House. ^ 

Whatever our Bishop may have thought of all this, he seems to 
have relied on the good- will of his old friend, and he hastened to fulfil 
the Mandate. It reached him, at Chudleigh, on the 30th of January ; 
and on the 1st of February he directed his own Mandate to the 
Chapter, and on the 4th to the four Archdeacons and the Official of 
the Peculiar Jurisdiction in Devon, requiring them to take all necess- 
ary steps to carry out the Archbishop's Orders, and to certify the same 
to him before the 1st of March. '^ The Precentor, Hugh de Hycke- 
lynge, in the absence of the Dean, certified for the Chapter on the

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23rd, annexing a schedule containing a complete List of the Canons, 
Vicars, and all others who held any office in the Cathedral, in com^ 
pliance with the Archbishop's request to that effect ; and the Arch- 
deacons also certified before the appointed day.^ On the Srd of 
March the Bishop certified the Archbishop that they were ready 
to receive him with due reverence and submission, prepared to obey 
him in all things lawful.^ The Archbishop arrived, a day" or two 
later, at the Manor-House, Ex minster, his mother's abode, which he 
made his head-quarters throughout the Visitation^; and, finding 
that the Bishop was absent, he issued a Commission to his Chan- 
cellor, Adam de Mottrum, on the 5th, *^ ad continuandum negocium 
Visitacionis." The proceedings wei-e commenced, in the Chapter- 
House, on Monday the 7th, when there appeared, before the Com- 
missary, Hugh de Hyckelynge the Precentor, Robert Broke the 
Treasurer, the Archdeacons of Barnstaple and Totnes, and six of 
the Canons. They waited for the Bishop, but he did not come ; and 
the proceedings were, therefore, adjourned until the 8th, and then 
until the following day.* On Monday the 14th the Archbishop 
came, in the morning.^ He was on horseback, and was received, in 
solemn form, by the Clergy, Regular and Secular, outside Exe-Bridge. 
They conducted him to the Cathedral Cemetery, where he alighted 
from his horse and the Bishop met him — " Pontificalibus indutus, 
una cum Canonicis, Vicariis, et aliis Ministris dicte Exoniensis 
Ecclesie, capis indutis, cum Cruce precedente, . . ., et ipsum 
Dominum Archiepiscopum, OHCulata per eum Cruce predicta cum

Verbum Dei publice in Lingua Latina proposuit, asaumpto aibi pro 
tbemate, in presencia predictorum, in dicta Domo Capitulari seden- 
cium et stancium, Visitabo sictU Pastor, Ezechiel xxxiiij c. Quo 
finito, .... Mandatum suum supradictum,^ una cum Indulgencia 
Sedis Apostolice sibi pro Yisitacione sua hujusmodi exercenda in* 
dulta, et Certificatorio dicti Domini Episcopi Exonienais, publice in 
Domo Capitulari predicta legi fecit.

On the 15th of March the Archbishop commenced his Visitation of 
the Dean and Chapter, and proceeded with it at intervals till the 18th

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of April, 1384.^ He then issued a Commission (dated at Exmiuster 
on the 16th) to Adam de Mottrum, "ad cognoscendum et proceden- 
dum super detectis." But, meanwhile, the Bishop had become sus- 
picious that his Diocesan rights and jurisdiction were being seriously 
infringed. He, probably, resented the terms and the manner of his 
personal examination when Courtenay visited the Cathedral on the 
14th of March ; for on the 18th, only four days later, he issued a 
General Mandate, directed to all his "subditi'' throughout the 
Diocese, forbidding them to obey the Archbishop. ^ This, of course, 
meant open variance between the contending parties ; and the Arch- 
bishop lost no time in replying to the Bishop's challenge ; for on the 
same day he directed to the Archdeacon of Exeter his " Mandatum 
Inhibitorium contra premissa." ^ The Bishop, too, was on the alert ; 
and on the selfsame day his ** Prima Provocacio "* was affixed to the 
doors of the Cathedral, together with his " Prima Appellacio — a 
gravaminibus nobis et subditis nostris per . . . Archiepiscopum 
(salva reverencia ei debita) -in juste illatis." These Instruments 
seem to have been torn down by the partisans of the Archbishop, 
for similar Documents were affixed to the doors on the same day, 
and on the 19th the Bishop issued a " Mandatum Inhibitorium ne 
quis evellat affixa hujusmodi."* Also on the 19th the Archbishop 
appointed a Commission "ad petendum et recipiendum Provoca- 
ciones et Appellaciones hujusmodi, et ad dandum Apostolos (i.e., 
Letters-permissory)." 

But the negotiations made no progress, and the Archbishop, ap- 
parently losing patience, issued a Mandate on the 21st, directed to 
Hugh Bridham, Archdeacon of Totnes, and Canons Ralph Pylatone 
and John Cheyne, " ad citandum Episcopum super detectis in Visita- 
cione personaliter responsurum, et in ea parte Canonicam correccionem 
subiturum." The execution of this Mandate resulted in a serious 
disturbance.* The Commissaries received it on the 25th and en- 
tered without delay on the delicate task assigned to them, — '' Post 
quarum [Litterarum] reoepcionem, dicto xxv die, ad Manerium de 
Clyst, dicte Diocesis, quod predictus Exoniensis Episcopus inhabi- 
tabat, equites simul acoessimus, ut easdem Litteras vestras ezecu- 
cioni debite mandaremus ; et, dum in itinere publico prope Manerium 
illud, ante horam Yesperarum, eramus, ut ipsum Manerium, causa

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execucionis hujusmodi faciende, ingredi volebamus, tarn clericos 
quam laicos, familiares dicti fipiscopi, cum diversis armorum generi- 
bu8, in copiosa multitudine congregatos ibidem invenimus ; quorum 
nonnulli nobis, ad exequendum Litteras vestras predictas sepius 
offerentibus nos paratos, ingressum et accessum ad dictum Episcopum 
penitus denegarunt, et nos propterea comminati fuerunt quod, si 
quis nostrum aliquas Litteras Citatorias ibidem exequi seu aperire 
presumeret, ipsius brachium protinus amputarent. XJnde, quia pre- 
fatum Episcopum, propter potenciam dictorum suorum familiarium 
et resistenciam hujusmodi nobis lactam, ac metum mortis, tute non 
potuimus nee ausi fuirous quovis modo citare, fugam abinde illico 
oepimus, et eorumdem familiarium, nos insequencium et nobis insidias 
undequaque parancium, manus temerarias vix vitare potuimus quin 
aut per ipsos precipitati fuissemus ultra pontes in ampnem, aut 
casualiter intei'fecti. Tandem, eodem die, nobis, usque ad opidum 
seu villatam de Topesham effugatis, tres de familia supradicta scuti- 
feri, videlicet Willelmus Hughlot, Johannes Uflflet,^ et Johannes 
Moundeware, alias dictus Boteller, obviam armati venerunt, et unum 
de scutiferis nostris, easdem Litteras Citatorias deferentem, Litteras 
ipsas ostendere, lacerare, atque ceram qua dicte Littere fuerant 
sigillate terribilibus insultibus inhumaniter commedere compulerunt 
invitum ; quorum occasione et alias impediti secure non potuimus, 
nee ausi fuimus, prout nee audemus, Litteras vestras hujusmodi 
exequi cum effectu." The Archbishop had, of course, heard of these 
outrages, and he did not wait for the formal report of his Commis- 
saries (which was dated, at Exeter, on the 4th of June), but pro- 
ceeded to deal with the offenders at once ; issuing, on the 29th of 
April, his Mandate, directed to the Precentor and Canons of the 
Cathedral, "ad denunciandum excommunicatos impedientes execu- 
cionem ipsius Mandati/' This was speedily followed by a Mandate 
to cite the Bishop himself, ** viis et modis," dated at Exeter on the 
6th ; with what result the Precentor certified, on the 2l8t, as 
follows, — "Cujus auctoritate Mandati vestri reverendi; quia dictum 
Venerabilem Patrem, vel Procuratorem ejusdem, invenire non potui, 
absque dilacione quacumque ad Palacium in Civitate personaliter 
accessi, ad citandum eumdem juxta exigenciam Mandati vestri memo- 
rati ; ibique, coram Custode dicti Palacii ac aliis notis et familiaribus 
dicti Patris, Mandatum vestrum, ut mandatur, publicavi, et in die 
proximo tunc sequenti, videlicet Festo Corporis Christi [which fell 
on the 9th of June in 1384], in Eoclesia Cathedrali Exoniensi, in 
presencia Notarii Publici Ministrorumque ejusdem Ecclesie, ac alio- 
rum testium infrascriptorum, eumdem Venerabilem Patrem, Publico 
Citacionis edicto per me publice proposito, ad comparendum coram 
vobis, dictis die et loco, cum continuacione et prorogacione dierum

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tunc sequencium efc loconim [viz., on the first Juridical day, etc., 
after the 24th of June], prout dictum Mandatum vestrum reveren- 
dum exigit et requirit, peremptorie citavi ; tandem in valvis prefate 
Ecclesie Cathedralis Mandatum vestrum antedictum affigi feci, ut 
mandatur, adeo quod hujusmodi Gitacio ad ipsius Patris noticiam 
verisimiliter valeat perveuire."* On the 25th of June the Archbishop 
resumed his Visitation of the Cathedral, —** Recitavit viva voce, 
ibidem, quod inter cetera Statuta dicto Ecclesie erat statutum in 
eadem, et auctoritate Legati Sedis Apostolice roboratum, quod 
Ganonici habentes in dicta Ecclesia Exoniensi firmas, si terminis in 
eo statutis firmas suas dicto Gapitulo Exoniensi non solverent, ipsis 
firmis tunc essent ipso jure privati, et aliter Superioris arbitrio 
essent puniendi; et requisivit dictos Decanum et Gapitulum an 
hujusmodi Statutum fuerit observatum. Et dizerunt quod non ; 
quodque aliud erat Statutum quod Dignitates obtinentes in dicta 
Ecclesia et Ganonici residentes deberent esse, singulis anni quarteriia, 
per xlvj dies in Missa et in mensa, juxta quantitatem BeneBciorum 
suorum in dicta Exoniensi Ecclesia. Super quibus Statutis dixit quod 
non fuerunt observata juxta eorumdem tenorem ; et super primo 
articulo requisivit dictum Dominum Exoniensem Episcopum, tan- 
quam capud, ac alios supradictos Dignitntes et Ganonioatus ac Pre- 
bendas in prefata Ecclesia Exoniensi optinentes, an videretureis ex- 
pediens, et pro utilitate dicte Exoniensis Ecclesie et commodo, quod

•qui volunt; et, tamen, in singulis quarteriis anni tantum accipient 
pro dividenda ac si essent continue in Missa et mensa residentes. 
Subsequenterque idem Reverendus Pater, Dominus Cantuariensia 
Archiepiscopus, exposuit oretenus quod Gancelli Ecclesiarum eis appro- 
priatarum in communi, vel ad Dignitates singularium personarum, 
quasi per totam Diocesim Exoniensem, vel sunt ruinose aut male 
cooperte et vitriate, vel alias male parochianis earum in Divinis 
deservitur ; qui ad hoc responderunt quo<l eorum Vicarii in dictis 
Ecclesiis, juxta earum Ordinacionem, tenentur dictos Gancellos 
reparare et sus ten tare ; et super hoc petunt quod eorum Vicarii vocen- 
tur responsuri. Et per dictum Reverendum Patrem contra eos in

gula que isto die Sabbati^ esset in dicto Yisitacionis negocio facturus 
et recepturus. Et prefixit, tunc ibidem, Magistris Willelmo Payne 
et Edmundo Malmeshulle, Registrario dicti Exoniensis Episcopi, 
diem secundum mensis Julii predicti ad comparendum coram eo, 
loco predicto, super impedimento Yisitacionis sue hujusmodi Metro- 
politice et Jurisdiccionis Ecclesiastice, ac super contemptu, respon- 
suri, et juri in omnibus parituri."' 

At this time there seemed to be little, or no, prospect of peace 
between the contending parties. Already the Archbishop and the

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Bishop had held four simultaneous Ordinations^ within the Diocese. 
And on the 30th of June the former, having on the 3l8t of May 
secured a Letter from the King, wrote to the Pope, and on the 
1st of July to the Cardinal, craving their intervention.* And then, 
unexpectedly and even suddenly, the end came. The Bishop 
submitted, and these letters were not sent — '^ propter concordiam 
subsequentem.'^ The next Entry in Courtenay's Register is a copy 
of the " Concordia finalis^ inter Dominum Archiepiscopum et Epis- 
copum Exoniensem." This Document is of great interest, and must 
be printed at length, —

After this satisfactory settlement the Archbishop continued his 
Visitation, without let or hindrance, till its close. On the very next 
day (3 July) he received the Bishop in his chamber at Exminster, 
and on his request granted him Licence to resume the exercise of 
his Peculiar Jurisdiction throughout the Diocese, "non obstante 
dependencia Visitacionis sue Metropolitice." ^ 

Meanwhile the Archbishop's Commissary (his Chancellor, Master 
Adam de Mottrum^) had been engaged, continuously, in Visitation- 
work ; beginning with the Deanery of Christianity, in the Church 
of St Mary-Major, on the 17th of March.

Hitherto the Archbishop had visited the several Archdeaconries 
only by deputy, the opposition and disobedience of the Bishop com- 
pelling him to i-emain near at hand, at the l^ianor-House, Exmin- 
ster. But now, the " Finalis Concordia " having cleared the way, 
and the work in Devonshire being accomplished, he determined to 
visit the Archdeaconry of Cornwall in person. He set about his 
Visitation in the methodical manner which was evidently charac- 
teristick of all his woik ; and, before starting, he drew up a full 
Programme for his own use, to which there is evidence to shew

Earlier in the year, about a month before the Commissary had 
commenced his Visitation of the Archdeaconry of Cornwall, an ex- 
traordinary attempt to deceive the Archbishop was made by a pro- 
minent layman of that County, which can only be regarded as 
fraudulent. The offender, evidently, thought that, in the remote 
locality in which he lived, he might safely take advantage of the 
fact that the authority of the Diocesan Bishop had been, for a time, 
suspended, and that the Archbishop's Commissary and his officers 
were strangers in that land. For he, actually, ventured to secure 
the recognition of a fictitious Benefice, close to his own house, and 
to claim the Patronage thereof ! Accordingly, on the 4th of April, 
he sent to the Archbishop a formal Letter of Presentation to a 
non-existent "Rectory," —

hayle, a few miles north of Bodmin. That the Archbishop rested there on the 
18th of August is certain ; for a Citation, in a matrimonial cause, entered in 
his Register (fol. 121b), was " Data apud le Parke " on that day. He appears 
to have started from St. Columb early in the day, and to have proceeded to 
Bodmin, where he dined at the Augustinian Priory, going on to the Peverells 
after dinner, and returning on the 20th to hold his Visitation. I suspect a 
clerical error here : the scribe should have written " apud Bodminiam, cum 
Priore, etc." The PeveroUs were devoted to the work of the Church, and 
were long held in high honour at Bodmin. Sir Hugh and Sir Thomas were 
principal benefactors of the Franciscan Convent there, and both were buried 
in the Friary Church. This Thomas Peverell was the husband of Margaret 
Courtenay, daughter of Sir Thomas Courtenay, the Archbishop's uncle. — The 
account of the Family, and of their Arms, given by Lysons is inaccurate.

Qai dixerunt, per sacramenta sua, quod 
Dominus WiUelmus Fitz Water supradietns fuit et est ipsius Ecclesie Pa- 
tronus, et ultimo presentavit ad eandem ; et quod dicta Ecclesia pro tunc va- 
cavit per mortem Domini Willelmi, ultimi Rectoris ibidem ; quodque Presen- 
tatus ad eandem est bone conversacionia et honeste, quatenus iidem sciverunt 
et audiverunt. — Et snbsequenter idem Cancellarius eundem Presentatum 
admisit ad dictam Ecclesiam, ut est moris." 

On the same day, the Archbishop, evidently without misgiving, 
instituted the Presentee, and issued his Mandate for his Induction, —

nostre Cantuariensis Provincie, jure Metropolitico actualiter visitantes, dilecto

sentatus existis, te, prout ad nos, Yisitacione nostra Metropolitica in dicta 
Diocesi pendente, dinoscitur pertinere, admittimus, et Rectorem, cum suis 
juribus et pertinenciis universis, Canonice instituimus in eadem ; curam ani- 
marum parochianorum ejusdem Ecclesie tibi in Domino committentes. In 
oujus rei testimonium sigillum nostrum Presentibus duximus apponendum.

Of course, the Archdeacon of Cornwall must have been greatly 
puzzled when he received this Mandate ; for both he and his Official, 
and the Vicar of Tywardreath, knew that every statement con- 
tained in it was groundless, and that apparently an attempt had 
been made to take advantage of the Archbishop's ignorance of the 
locality and of the circumstances of the case. There can be no 
doubt that, as in duty bound, he lost no time in reporting the 
matter to his Diocesan, who immediately intervened, and endea- 
voured to quash the proceedings by exposing the fraud. But 
Courtenay was misled by the Inquisition ; and, knowing that his 
Visitation had been, from the beginning, opposed and even bitterly 
resented by Brantyngham, it is clear that he could not be persuaded 
that the JBishop's action was anything else than a fresh attempt 
to hinder the exercise of his Jurisdiction. So he took the side of 
the Cornish Knight and his Presentee, and proceeded to inhibit his 
opponents, —

fuerimus, super hujusmodi molestacione et perturbacione nobis ex Officio, ao 
predicto Roberto de justicia responsuri. Et quid in premissis feceritis nos, 
dictis die et loco, certificetis Litteris vestris Patentibus habentibus huno 
tenorem. Datum apud Exmynstre, xxja die mensis Aprilis, Anno Domini, 
Ac, Ixxxiiij^, et nostre Translacionis tercio." 
Sir William Fitz- Walter was living at this time in his Manor- 
House of Langenythe,^ in the Parish of St. Veep. In the adjoining 
Parish of St. Winnow is the Chapel of St. Nectan ; still, and from 
time immemorial, a Parochial Chapel ry, dependent on the Mother- 
Church. It was never a distinct " Ecclesia " (or Rectory), as the 
Archbishop was induced to believe ; and all the above-recited details 
as to William the last Rector, the vacancy on his death, the 
Patronage, etc., were pure inventions. The Vicarage of St. Winnow 
has been from the very beginning of our records in the gift of the 
Dean and Chapter.^ The Chapelry has always had its own limits 
as in all similar cases ; and it may have occurred to Sir William 
that, the Jurisdiction of the Bishop being, for a time, superseded by 
the authority of the Primate, it might be possible to induce the 
latter to believe that those limits were the boundaries of a distinct 
Parish of which he was Patron, and to admit and institute his 
Presentee. Of course, it was certain that the plot would be un- 
masked sooner or later ; but, probably, this daring Knight hoped to 
be able, when the Visitation was over, to persuade Bishop Brantyng- 
ham to accept the novel arrangement, for which he would be able to 
plead the Archbishop's authority and the fact that the duly insti- 
tuted " Rector " was in possession. The scheme failed, as it was bound 
to fail, and we hear no more of Robert Baby," or of Sir William's

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pretended Patronage. In his long indictment of Courtenay's pro- 
ceedings, dated at Clyst on the 23rd of April, 1384, the Bishop 
refers to this strange affair, and states the case fully and clearly,^ — 

" Atque quendam DomiDum Robertom Baby, presbiterum pretensam ejasdem 
Ezoniensis Diocesis, ad Capellam Sancti Nectani, infra Parochiam ficolesie 
Parocbialis Sanoti Winnoci, in Comnbia, prefate Diocesis, Decano et Capitnlo 
Eoolesie Cathedralis Exonie, et ipsi Ecclesie Cathedrali, salva Poroione Yi- 
carii Perpetai in eadem, nnite efc annexe, ac in proprios usas perpetao possi- 
dende conoesee, cum suis juribus et pertinenciis universis, notorie situatam, 
atqne ab eadem Ecclesia Sancti Winnoci Parochiali et Matrice notorie de- 
pendentem, eidemque annexam et nnitam tanqnam ad Ecclesiam Paro> 
cbialem Matricem et per se s tan tern nee aliqnaliter dependentem, ad pre- 
sentacionem Domini Willelmi Fitzwatere, Militis, ejasdem Ecclesie pretense, 
jmmo veraciter Capelle, nt pretenditur Patroni, cam non sit, de facte 
admisit, et Rectorem institnit in eadem, cam omnibns suis jaribns et perti- 
nenciis uniyersis." 

There are many references in the Archbishop's Register to the 
details of his Administration of the Diocese both before and after 
the submission of the contending Prelate on the 2nd of July. 
Much of the work was, of course, mere routine-work, such as the 
proving of Wills, the sequestration of the fruits of vacant Benefices, 
Institutions to Benefices, sundry Commissions, and the like. The 
Wills were few in number and of no particular interest. I may 
mention that of John Cry spy n, the Rector of Ashcombe,* which was 
proved at Exminster on the 24th of March, 1383-4 ; he bequeathed 
to William Hughe, Rector of Mamhead, " j togam longam vel armi- 
lausam longam," to John Graperay " j capucium," and to his servant, 
William Clerke, the residue of his estate. There was some conten- 
tion between the Prelates over the Will of William de Wolastone, 
Rector of Tawstock. The Bishop sequestrated his effects on the 
1 1th of April,* and on the 16th the Archbishop repeated the process. 
On the 12th the Bishop, finding that a contest was inevitable, had 
excommunicated certain persons who had laid hands on the seques- 
trated effects, and issued his Mandate that no one should presume 
to admit a clerk to the vacant Benefice. On the 16th of April the 
Will was proved before him at Clyst, and on the 11th of May he 
instituted Walter Parker, of Olneye, to the Rectory.* It does not 
appear that the Archbishop interfered further in the matter. There 
were, however, several collisions between the Ai*chbishop and the 
Diocesan Bishop when Benefices became vacant, and it is clear that 
the former was not always allowed to have his own way ; the 
Pati-ons expected to be heard, and not always in vain. On the 
31st of March, the Prior and Convent of Merton (in the Diocese of 
Winchester) presented John Avery to the Rectory of St. Laurence,

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ExKTER,^ and he was instituted by the Bishop on the 8th of May,' 
though the Archbishop had already admitted him, on the 6th of 
April. On the 1st of May, John Marcheford was presented to the 
Prebend of Penbllbs in the Church of Ciiulmleigh by the Lady 
Margaret Courtenay, who directed the Letter of Presentation to 
her son, the Archbishop, who instituted him on the 4th of May.^ 
Apparently, Courtenay's action was disputed, for the Institu- 
tion was repeated (on the Presentation of the said Countess of 
Devon, "our mother"), on the 11th of June> The Prebend is 
described as that which Sir William Lye recently held. Now, Sir 
William Leye was instituted to this Prebend on the 18th of Sep- 
tember, 1382 ; and on the 9th of March, 1392-3, the Bishop insti- 
tuted Robert del Skires, in succession (not to Marcheford but) to 
the said William de Lee, the Patron on this occasion being the 
Eling, Ula vice ; ignoring altogether what the Archbishop had done.^ 
On the 13th of May, the Archbishop collated John Cobthorue to 
the Rectory <rf St. James's, Exeter, " jure in hac parte devoluto " ; 
and there seems to have been no dispute on this occasion. The case 
of the important Rectory of Camborne was strongly contested, as 
there were rival Patrons, the Archbishop siding with one of them, 
and the Bishop with the other. On the 1st of May, Sir William 
Nevylle, Knight, presented to the former, Robert Nevylle, B.C.L., 
and on the 11th the Archbishop directed the Archdeacon of Cornwall 
and his Official to hold an Inquisition as to the vacancy. Their 
Return is dated on the 13 th ; they found that Sir John Luky, the 
last Rector, died on the 20th of April ; that Sir William Basset, 
Knight, had assigned the Presentation to Sir William Nevylle, Knight; 
Robert Nevylle, whom he had presented, was aged 30 years and more; 
he had the First Tonsure, and was not otherwise beneficed. Ac- 
cordingly the Archbishop instituted him, and issued a Mandate, on 
the 13th of May, for his Induction.^ But on the 1st of May the 
Bishop had instituted John de Kirkeby, of the Diocese of York, on 
the Presentation, hac vicCf of the King, as Guardian of the lands 
and heir of the late Sir William Basset. And he directed his 
Mandate for Kirkeby's Induction to the Archdeacon and his Official,

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to the Dean of Penwythe, and to six other persons ; if the Arch- 
deacon (or his Official) gave any troable, the others were to act, in 
order to punish the said Archdeacon for his contumacy.^ In the 
end the King and the Bishop prevailed. No particulars are 
given, but we find Kirkeby Rector of Camborne subsequently. - 
The Bishop instituted to Tawstock on the 13th of May, to Chagford 
on the 28th, to Lanivet on the 29th ; and in each case his Mandate 
for induction was couched in the same threatening terms ; but no 
trouble seems to have arisen in any of these cases. 

It will be remembered' that on the 25th of March, when the 
Commissaries of the Archbishop proceeded to Clyst, intending to 
serve a formal Citation on Bishop Brantyngham, they were met by 
an armed band of the Bishop's adherents, who not only repelled 
them from the Manor-House but pursued them for a considerable 
distance along the Topsham-road, and grievously maltreated them. 
The Archbishop immediately excommunicated the ringleaders of 
this disgraceful business, and we cannot doubt that he kept his eye 
on them during the Visitation, though they are not again referred 
to in the record of its progress. Doubtless, they were in hiding, 
impenitent, and unwilling to submit. But later in the year, 
and some time after the Archbishop had left Devonshire and was 
engaged in the Visitation of other Dioceses, they came to a better 
mind, and proceeded to Gloucester, where, in the Choir of the 
Abbey-Church, they appeared before the Archbishop, on the 2nd of 
November, and made their Submission. They were then and there 
absolved ; but they were requii-ed to appear before the Archbishop 
again on the 18th of the month, wherever he might happen to be 
within his Province, to receive their Penance. And they had to 
journey all the way to Lambeth for this purpose ; where, in the 
Private Chapel, a most severe Penance was enjoined, involving 
them in serious expenses, trouble, and inconvenience. The particulars 
of the case are recorded at length in Courtenay's Register (fol. 114), 
and, being of considerable interest, must find a place here, —

The Register of Bishop Brantyngham, as in the case of those 
of his Predecessors, is, of course, concerned mainly with the routine- 
work of the Administration of the Diocese. It was very carefully 
kept ; and the numerous Entries are continuous from beginning to 
end, and full of interesting details. It would be, practically, im- 
possible to deal with them all within the limits of an ordinary 
Preface ; neither is it necessary to attempt to do so, as the copious

Indexes^ which I have provided will, I hope, be found by the 
Student sufficient for all pui7>o8e8. It may be well, however, to 
direct attention, in this place, to a few matters of exceptional 
interest. 

I have already shewn that, although, like Stapeldon, he was a 
** statesman-Bishop," it cannot be said that he neglected his Diocese. 
It is true that he was frequently called away from his Diocesan duties; 
but thera is abundant evidence to shew that, all difficulties notwith- 
standing, his heart was in what he felt to be his proper work, and 
that he spared neither expense nor labour in his endeavours to 
make all necessary provision for its efficient accomplishment. There 
appears to be a general impression that he neglected the regular 
administration of the Sacrament of Confirmation ; and, indeed, this 
charge has been freely brought against all our Medieval Bishops. I 
am sure that it cannot be justified. It is true that their Registers 
contain no references to " Confirmation-centres," such as we have 
been accustomed to in modern times ; and there are no " Confirma- 
tion-Lasts." But there are numerous incidental references to this 
important part of a Bishop's work ; and I fail to see that we are 
entitled to expect to find anything else. It is, really, absurd to 
suppose that such a man as Grand isson could be guilty of such 
neglect ; he was always in his Diocese ; and we know that, when 
he was over-burdened with work, it was his wont to commission 
another Bishop, who was specially charged with this important 
duty. John Ware (or Warre), a Bishop in partibtu infidelium^ 
was consecrated in 1354, and served in this office more or less 
continuously, in fact whenever his services were wanted, until 
the Bishop's death. And Brantyngham continued to employ 
him both for Ordinations and Confirmations, and for other less 
important Episcopal Functions.' In February, 1378-9, for instance, 
he commissioned him "ad confirmandum pueros baptizatos, in 
Civitate et Diocesi Exonie, ac precipue in Archidiaconatu Cornubi- 
ensi " — always a very difficult part of the Diocesan's work, down to 
Bishop Temple's time. Also, a year later, — "ad celebrandum 
Ordines ; necnon ad confirmandum pueros." And again, in Septem- 
ber, 1385, — "ad quoscumque pueros non confirmatos confirmandum." 
Moreover, although Bishop Brantyngham constituted no formal 
" Centres " for confirmation, there can be no doubt, that, like his 
Predecessors, he provided the " pueri " (the boys and girls) of his 
Diocese with abundant opportunities. The Register of Ordinations 
shews that in every part of his Diocese, often in the most remote 
country-villages, he was accustomed to admit large numbers of youths 
to the First Tonsure ; and it was his duty to ask all who were pre-

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sented to him whether they had been confirmed or not. A glance at 
the Itinerary will shew how very numerous these informal " Centres " 
were ; and that he did not neglect his duty is proved incidentally by two 
interesting Entries in his Ondination -Register. In the year 1374 three 
candidates from the Island of Jersey presented themselves, and it is 
specially recorded that he confirmed them before admitting them, — 
" Petrum Hurteour et Matheum Gierke, de Insula Gersii, Dominus 
confirmavit, ac eciam ordinavit ad Primam Tonsuram " ; and again, 
later in the year, " Matheus Fochun, de Insula Gersii," was " or- 
dinatus ad Primam Tonsuram, ac eciam confirmatus." 

It will be seen that the Bishop granted many Licences for the 
celebration of Divine Service in Chapels and private Oratories ; the 
former in small townships and scattered hamlets, the latter within 
the Manor-Houses of Nobles and County-Gentlemen, and, in a few 
instances, within the Parsonage-House itself.^ The movement in 
this direction was on a very large scale ; and it has been attributed 
by some writers not to any increase in devotion but to a general 
relaxation of discipline and the consequent desertion, in many 
places, of the Parish-Churches in favour of more convenient 
arrangements nearer home. It will be found, however, that these 
Licences were not granted indiscriminately or recklessly, merely 
because they were asked for, but for short periods, determinable at 
the Bishop's pleasure; and that, as a rule, the Grantees were 
required to obtain the consent of the Rector, or Vicar, and to 
undertake that the privileges and the services of the Parish- 
Church should, in no wise, be neglected or infringed. The move- 
ment began in Bishop Grandisson's time; and I cannot doubt 
that it was due, in large measure, to the impression made on his 
ntbditi throughout the Diocese by his strenuous and devoted 
labours at all times, and especially by his heroism and self-sacrifice 
during the aweful visitation of the great Pestilence of 1349, the 
lessons of which he would assuredly lose no opportunity of enforcing, 
calling on those who had been careless heretofore to set their houses 
in order, and to direct their thoughts to the great verities of the 
eternal world. "Sin, autem, malum vobis videtur ut Domino 
serviatis, optio vobis datur, . . . ego, autem, et domus mea ser- 
viemus Domino." — Of course, there were many, both clericks and 
laymen, who paid little heed to the signs of the times, and were not 
reached by this great wave of devotion ; and the Register contains 
more than one account of grievous outrages committed by men who

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ought to have known better. The case of Geoffrey Lange, the un- 
fortunate Rector of Stoke-Rivers, is of sufficient interest to claim 
special mention here. On the 7th of September, 1383, — I am 
quoting the Return made to the Bishop by the Official of the Arch- 
deacon of Barnstaple, after an Inquisition held at Hartland, — the 
Rector was walking quietly near the Churchyard of his Parish, 
when he was met by John Aclane, of Aclane in the adjoining 
Parish of Landkey, who addressed him in furious and menacing 
terms, — " You are keeping back a book of mine, a part of a book 
of mine : give it up to me immediately ; if you don't, you shall pay 
the penalty in your person." Lange meekly replied that he had 
handed over the book to him already. Whereupon Aclane told him 
that he was a liar, and forthwith drew his sword, and smote him on 
the head, inflicting a severe wound. After which he rushed at his 
victim, who made no attempt to defend himself, and drawing a 
small knife, '* commonly called a dagger"^ plunged it into his left 
shoulder three times and once below the waist. The wounds were 
serious, and blood flowed freely " from every one of them." The 
Bishop cited the culprit to appear before him, threatening him with 
Excommunication if he failed to do so ; but Aclane hid himself so 
effectually that the Citation could not be served.^ 

Bishop Brantyngliam died, in his Manor-House of Bishop's 
Clyst, on the 3rd of December, 1394. He was buried in the north 
aisle of the Nave of his Cathedral Church.^ " We were present," 
Dr. Oliver tells us, "at the opening of the tomb on the 3rd of 
December, 1832, and all the witnesses agreed that the hand of 
sacrilegious spoliation had done its worst. Formerly the portrait 
of the Bishop inlaid with brass, with his armorial bearings, and an 
inscription on the four sides of the leger-stone, were visible, but 
these appear to have been stripped away when the revolutionary 
fanatics of 1646 enacted their wanton and sacrilegious scenes with 
impunity throughout this sacred edifice. During the actual relay- 
ing of the pavement in the Nave it became necessary to move the 
leger-stone that covered the Bishop's remains ; and this was care- 
fully done. The stone bad rested in the centre on two cross iron 
bars. The vault was half filled with earth and tiles. The body 
had been buried in a wooden coffin, which had entirely mouldered

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away. Some of the large nails were in a state of preservation, but 
nothing remained of the Bishop except a considerable portion of 
the bones. From the examination of the skull and teeth the 
inspectors were satisfied that the venerable Prelate must have lived 
to a good old age; and it is further evident that the grave had 
been opened before, and rifled of the chalice and ring which must 
have been buried with him. The bones and the earth were imme- 
diately replaced with great decency and respect.''^ — Requiescat in 
Pace. 



Including the Register of Bishop Edmund de Stafford (which 
was published in 1886), I have been permitted to give to the 
Church and to the Diocese, in eight large and closely printed 
Volumes, the Registers of our Bishops from A.D. 1257 to A.D. 
1419 ; and I record the fact in humble thankfulness to Him who 
has enabled me to accomplish so large a portion of the task which I 
set myself in 1884, when I began the actual work of transcribing 
and editing. It is ray earnest desire to complete my task, if God 
spares me, by editi^iig the latest of our great medieval Registers, the 
Register of Bishop Edmund Lacy, whose Episcopate extended from 
1420 to 1455, — a most valuable and interesting Record. My sin- 
cere thanks are due, and are hereby tendered, to those who have 
loyally supported me in my really arduous work for so many years ;* 
and I must again thank, and with all my heart, the good friends 
who have worked for me, affording invaluable help whenever I have 
found occasion to ask for it, — Canon Dal ton, of Windsor ; Canon 
Edmonds, our Chancellor, who knows more, I think, than any one 
else in the Diocese of the history and structure of our Cathedral, 
which he has made his special study for many years; the Rev. 
W. D. Macray, late of the Bodleian Library, who retired at Michael- 
mas last, after sixty-five years of faithful service ; Dr. F. J. Furnivall, 
well known as an accomplished scholar ; the Rev. W. lago, of Bodmin ; 
the Rev. Oswald Reichel, of Lympstone ; Mr. Thurstan Peter, of 
Redruth ; Mr. W. E. Mugford, of Exeter ; above all, my dear Friend, 
Mr. Baigent, of Winchester, who, from fii-st to last, has generously 
rendered me continuous and ungrudging help, help such as he alone 
is competent to give. His contributions to the present Volume are 
of the greatest importance and value ; for to his kindness I am

— Inquisition taken at Werraynstre on the Friday next before 
the Feast of St. Luke, the Evangelist [viz. on 13 Oct., 1413J. 

The Jurors say, upon their oath, that William Brantyngham, named in 
the Writ, held no lands or tenements of the Lord King in chief, nor of 
others in the County of Wiltes, on the day of his death, in demesne as of 
the fee, nor in service. But the}* say that the said William Brantyngham 
held on the day of his death, for the term of his life only, in the vill of 
Purytone, the Manor of Kaynescourt, with appurtenances, in the said 
County, by grant of John Cressy, now deceased, to the aforesaid William 
for the term of his life, with the reversion thereof to belong, after his« 
death, to the said John Cressy and his heir. The said Manor was worth 
lOOs. by the year. John Cressy, who is under age and in the King's 
Wardship, is the nearest heir of the said John Cressy, deceased, namely 
brother of Thomas Cressy, son of Thomas Cressy son of the said John 
Cressy, the father, deceased. 

The said William Brantyngham died on the 16th of July last past, 
§ine herede. 

The aforesaid John Cressy, the son, is aged six years and more. 

Co. Northampton. — Inquisition taken at Everdone on Monday next before 
the Feast of the Apostles St. Simon and St. Jade, in the first year of 
Henry Vth [23 Oct., 1413]. 

The aforesaid Willam de Brantyngham held for life, to the day of his 
death only, a moiety of the Manor of Dodeford, by the grant of the 
aforesaid John Cressy, now deceased, to the said William Brantyngham 
(the other moiety of the said Manor, with appurtenances, excepted), and 
to Johanna his wife, now deceased ; which aforesaid William Brantyng- 
ham having survived the said Johanna, the reversion of the aforesaid 
Manor to remain entirely, after their deaths, to the said John Cressy and 
his heirs. The said Manor in its entirety is worth yearly 40^, whereof 
Cristiana, who was the wife of John de Cressy, is dowered with the third 
part. 

The other particulars follow as given in the previous Inquisition held 
at Warminster. 

In the Warwickshire Inquisition he is called Sir William Brantyngham, 
Chivaler, deceased. In the reign of King Richard II he disseised Lewis 
Cardygan and Alice his wife of the said Manor [of Oxeshulve], and he 
continued in possession. It was, and is, the right of the said Alice, who 
amoved the said William by disseisin, and continued in possession until 
the said William Brantyngham feoffed the said Manor to a certain John 
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Braniyngham, to him and his heirs for ever ; by virtue of whose feoff- 
ment the said John Brantyngham was seized thereof, and by a charter, 
shown to the said Esoheator and the Jury, he continued to hold it until 
the said Lewis and Alice his wife, in the right of the said Alice, entered 
into the said Manor, and the said John Brantyngham was amoved and 
expelled from the possession of the said Manor. 

It is worth lOOs. [by the year]. And the said John Brantyngham is 
the nearest heir of the aforesaid William Brantyngham and aged 30 years 
and more. And the said William Brantyngham died on the 15th of July 
last past. And the Jury say that, after the said feoffment made to the 
said John Brantyngham as is aforesaid, the said William never had any 
estate in the said Manor, or in any part thereof. 

In the Inquisition held at Guildford, Surrey, the Jurors say they know 
not who is the nearest heir of the said William Brantyngham, and that 
the said William Brantyngham died on the 15 th of July last past. 

Co. Waewic. — The Manor of Ozeshulve was granted to him [William Bran- 
tyngham] for life by John Cressy, with the reversion to the said John 
Gressy and his heirs. 

The same particulars follow as to the death of William Brantyngham 
and the heir of Creasy, as given above. [F.J.B.]

—The Register of Ordinations ends here, at the foot of foL 67a; the back of the leaf having 
been left blank. It would seem, therefore, that this List of Priests ordained in Sept. 
1892, was left incomplete, and that no Entries of Ordinations celebrated during tne 
last two years of Brantyngham's Episcopate were copied into the formal Register. 
The Entries which follow azve been kindly transcribed for me by Mr. Baigent from the 
Reeister of Archbi^op Courtenay, who visited this Diocese, as Metropohtan, in 1884, 
and. bein^ resisted by the Bishop of Exeter, proceeded forthwith to act independently 
of the Diocesan. It will be seen, for instance, that, while our Bishop was holding his 
General Ordination, as usual, on the 26th of MarclK in that year^ and on the 27th a 
smaller Ordination to the Minor Orders [Nos. CCV & CCVI], the Primate was ordaining 
simultaneously at Exminster, where he was residing in his Mother's House. And the 
same thing occurred on the 9th of April [Na CCVII] and the 4th of June [Na CCVIII].

Evidently, the 
Bishop left Bishop's Tawton very 
early on the 27th, reaching Glasney 
in the erening (where he mnst haTe 



transacted some pressing business), 
and returning to Bishop's Tawton 
on the following day.

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This interesting Document belongs to the time of Bishop 
Stapeldon. It was written on a blank page in Bishop 
Brantyngham's Register of Ordinations, etc., fol. 27. The 
Chapel of St. Laud (or St. Lo) was dependent on the Church 
of St. Mylor till the year 1868, when it was severed from 
the Mother-Church and became a separate Vicarage. On 
the 9th of March, the day before the date of this Document, 
the Bishop held an Ordination in this Chapel and admitted 
thirty-four candidates (whose names are recorded in his 
Register) to the First Tonsure. — See Bishop StapeldorCs

This Document was entered in the same Register as the above 
(fol. 37), and it belongs to Bishop Brantyngham^s time ; but 
being without date it could not be entered in the " Regis- 
trum Commune " under its proper year. Dr. Oliver mentions 
it in his life of the Bishop, and remarks that " the result 
of such application does not appear." There can be no doubt 
that the Pope's answer was unfavourable, for there was never 
any Appropriation of either Church.

I AM indebted to the kindness of the Reverend William lago, 
of Bodmin, for a copy of a Licence {temp. Edw. Ill), which 
shows that Bishop Grandisson had contemplated the Ap- 
propriation of the Bectory of Bridestowe, as well as the 
Rectories of Bratton[-Clovelly} and Hsington, to his College 
of St. Mary of Ottery. Of the three only Ilsington was so 
appropriated (see Bishop Grandisson^ s Register, Part I, 133 ; 
Part III, 1334). I am informed that the Document (which 
is in private hands) is beautifully written and has been well 
preserved.

1W».] ^ pjy^ J J jg attached to the Deed by a cord of green silk. It is a fine 
impression in red wax. St. Peter sits nnder a canopy in the centre, 
wearing the tiara ; his right hand raised in benediction, in his left hand 
a key. Above, in the centre of the canopy, is a small niche, or panel, 
containing a figure of the Blessed Virgin carrying the Holy Child ; and 
nnder the figure of St. Peter, in another niche, is a representation of 
the Bishop in the attitude of prayer, vested and mitred, and holding 
his Pastoral Staff. On either side of this niche is a shield of arms, 
both of which are much rubbed and all but obliterated ; it is possible, 
however, to trace in the shield on the right the Arms of the Family of 
Brantyngham — "Sable, a fesse subcreneI16 between three Katherine 
wheels or." The other shield may have been of the Arms of the See. 
The Legend, along the border of the Seal, is "Sigillum Thome Dei 
graoia Ezoniensis Episcopi." 
The Seal of Bishop Grandisson (obverse and reverse), as appended to 
another of the Windsor Deeds, is also represented in the Frontispiece. 
An accurate and minutely detailed description of both seals, as used 
separately, by Henry Adam de Lyndesheye, Notary-Publiok, will be 
found in that Bishop's Regist^, pp. 1849, 1350, — " que sigilla," he tells 
us, " bene novi ego Notarius subscriptus." This was in 1346. It will 
be observed that, in the case of the Windsor Deed (dated some sixteen 
years later), an impression of the Bishop's signet-ring appears at the 
bottom, on the wax guard. Close inspection shews that it represents 
the Blessed Virgin bending over the Holy Child, Who rests on her left 
arm. Under the figures is a small shield, badly rubbed, but it is 
possible to trace the " bend " of the Bishop's arms. The Legend, which 
surrounds the group, has been read " Prosum, Mater Hiserioordie." 
The second and third words are quite distinct, but the first word is 
hard to read ; " sum" is clear, but I doubt the " Pro." It is, I think, 
possible, and I may add more probable, that we should read " Ego sum." 
The ring must have been a work of great beauty, the figures and the 
lettering being artistically engraved, the drapery most graceful, and 
the face of the Blessed Virgin (which is quite perfect) of singular 
comeliness. 

VIII. 

Bishop Grandisson corrects the Epistles and Gospels by an 
ancient Text. 

The following most interesting " Note " (for a copy of which I 
am indebted to Professor Meyer, of Paris), belongs, apparently, 
to Bishop Brantyngham's time. It occurs on the second fly- 
leaf of MS. No. 328 in the Library of Gonville and Caius 
College, Cambridge, at the beginning of the MS. (which con- 
tains a " Summa Confessorum " by I^rtholomew of Pisa), and 
is in a hand of the end of the Fourteenth Century. It will 
be observed that Grandisson is referred to as " late Bishop of 
Exeter."

Can the Offa MS. be traced P It will be seen that Bishop Grandisson had 
access to it some time between 1326 and 1370 ; for he nsed it when 
employed in revising the Epistles and Gospels for his Church of 
Exeter and for all the Collegiate Churches within his Diocese. What 
has become of the Copj which he nsed ? I shall be indeed grateful to 
any of my readers who can throw light on a subject so interesting. 
Be it observed that, little by little, evidence accumulates to shew that 
our great Bishop, perhaps the greatest that over sat on the Throne of 
Leofric, was the most laborious and self-sacrificing of men, a Scholar 
and Theologian of the first rank, a faithful Shepherd of soulSj wholly 
devoted to the work of his Sacred Office.
